Drummer Lee Rigby, the 'larger than life' family 
man who 'would do anything for anyone' 


A RED rose and a pair of army 
boots. A bouquet of carnations 
and a heartfelt message. “R.I.P 
brave soldier, dream sweet 
dreams. Remembered always and 
never forgotten. Our thoughts 
with you and your family.” 

Tributes to Drummer Lee Rigby have 
poured in as the community, the UK 
and the world remembers the 25-year- 
old from Middleton, Manchester 
who was killed by two assailants in a 
terrorist attack on May 22. 

After the road was reopened on the 
evening of May 23, the railings that 
mark the periphery of the barracks on 
Artillery Place were quickly covered in 
brightly coloured flowers, condolence 
cards and keepsakes. 

The entrance to the barracks on 
Repository Road was awash with 
hundreds of bouquets. 

Drummer Rigby was from the 2nd 
Battalion the Royal Regiment of 
Fusiliers, and had been stationed 
at Woolwich for two years. 

He joined the army as a 
teenager in 2006, before he 
was posted to London in 2008, 
where he stood guard at the 
royal palaces as part of his 
battalion’s public duties. 

In 2009 he was called up 
for duty in Helmand, 

Afghanistan, 
as a machine- 
gunner. It was 
a period that 
saw some of 
the fiercest 
fighting of 
the conflict. 

Lee Rigby 
also went 
to Celle in 
Germany, 
before taking 
a post at the 
Regimental 



Headquarters in the Tower of London. 

The soldier leaves behind his wife of 
five years, Rebecca, and two-year-old 
son, Jack. 

“Lee was lovely,” a statement from 
his family said. “He would do anything 
for anybody, he always looked after his 
sisters and always protected them. He 
took a ‘big brother’ role with everyone. 

“All he wanted to do from when he 
was a little boy, was be in the Army. 

“He wanted to live life and enjoy 
himself. His family meant everything 
to him. He was a loving son, husband, 
father, brother, and uncle, and a friend 
to many.” 

Commanding Officer of the Second 
Fusiliers, Lieutenant Colonel Jim 
Taylor MBE, added: “He was a 
dedicated and professional soldier. He 
was a real character within the Second 
Fusiliers. Larger than life, he was at 
the heart of our Corps of Drums. 

“An experienced and talented side 
drummer and machine-gunner, he 
was a true warrior and served 
with distinction in Afghanistan, 
Germany and Cyprus. 
His ability, talent and personality 
made him a natural choice to 
work in the recruiting group. He 
will be sorely missed by everyone 
in the Second Fusiliers. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with 
his family and friends 
at this incredibly 
difficult time.

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Calm under 
pressure 

Parents praise school staff and head

LIFE is starting to get back to normal 
for the children and teachers at 
Mulgrave Primary School in Rectory 
Place, just yards from the Woolwich 
murder scene. 

Their world was turned upside down 
on Wednesday morning when the young 
soldier was killed in the street, leaving 
staff and pupils deeply shocked. 

Headteacher Dr David Dixon told GT: 
“To have an incident of this nature take 
place so close to the school was very 
shocking for pupils, staff and parents. 

“At the time, no-one knew the exact 
nature of the incident and whether 
there was the potential for further 
risk to children’s safety. We therefore 
immediately put our contingency 
measures in place - making sure that 
all children were safe and helping them 
to stay calm, then making arrangements 
as soon as possible to contact parents 
and ensure children could safely be taken 
home. 

“The following day our priority was to 
focus on ensuring children had as calm 
and as normal a day as possible. Parents 
have been very supportive of the school in 
this, despite the obvious shock at having 
such an incident take place in their 
community. 

“Staff have been talking informally 
with children this morning about what 
happened, since when we have sought to 
have as normal a school day as possible. 
Mulgrave has very close links with the 
local community in Woolwich, which 
is diverse and harmonious, and we are 
determined to support local residents and 
community groups to remain united and 
calm in the days and weeks ahead.” 

Chair of governors Ian Taylor added: 
“Mulgrave is a successful and harmonious 
school and the school’s strong and 
supportive ethos has clearly helped in our 
response to what’s happened. It’s clear 
from the comments of parents that our 
staff were exemplary in their response to 
the incident, and I would like to pay tribute 
to their calmness and professionalism.” 

Mary Quashie, whose 11 -year-old son 
goes to Mulgrave, said: “I was really 
impressed with how the school responded. 
The way they contacted parents by phone 
and text so quickly was really helpful 
and reassuring. Then the next morning 
there were staff at the police barrier to 
welcome parents and children and to 
make sure everyone felt welcomed. It was 
very reassuring.” 

Cafe owner Hamsa Tezgel went to collect 
his 10-year-old son at 3.15pm and said: “My 
wife usually goes to get him but couldn’t 
get there because the roads were cordoned 
off so I went. He heard the helicopter and 


asked what was happening. I just told him 
some people were arguing. He was calm 
and he only realised what was going on 
when he watched the TV news later.” 

The school reopened as normal the next 
day to its 480 three-to-ll-year-olds, and the 
week continued with little disruption. The 
children were credited with staying calm, 
and parents said it was important to show 
that they supported each other in a crisis. 

Mum Angela Staines, who has two boys 
aged four and seven at Mulgrave said: 
“They were more scared of what they 
heard and what they saw on TV. The staff 
kept very cool and calm and the children 
felt very safe. The school was wonderful, 
and my boys were more than happy to go 
back the next day.” 

Teaching assistant Michelle Abebrese, 
whose six-year-old daughter goes to 
the school, said: “It’s been a traumatic 
experience, but the adults are there for 
all the children, and we have a fantastic 
school counsellor, Julie-Ann, who has 
been brilliant. 

“Some of the children had been on their 
way to the library and were very close to 
the scene, and saw some of the commotion. 
She came in very early the next day and 
explained what had happened to them 
very calmly and offered them support. 

“We have explained to the children that 
we all are one and we all support each 
other as one. Julie-Ann repeated what one 
of the attackers said about an eye for an 
eye and tooth for a tooth, and explained 
to them that it would only mean more 
misery. The children are coping far better 
than I thought they would, and I’m sure 
they will be fine.”

LOCAL police are still appealing for 
footage or images of last Wednesday’s 
attack on a soldier from Woolwich 
Barracks. 

People are asked to submit 
anything they have to 
help with the ongoing 
investigations. 

Meanwhile, there 
was an extra 
police presence in 
Greenwich when 

1,200 more police 
were drafted in 
across the capital 
last week. 

Officers were 

working around the 
clock and carrying 
out a range of activities 
including extra patrols 
at key locations such as 
religious venues, transpor 
hubs and busy areas. 

Borough commander Richard Wood 
said: “I know that everyone is shocked 
by the events that have unfolded in 
Woolwich. My officers and I are working 
around the clock together with colleagues

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S HOCKED local people spoke 
of their horror at the murder 
in Woolwich last week, but 
said the tragedy would unite the 
community - not divide it. 

Floral tributes were left at the junction 
of John Wilson Street, and residents 
gathered at the police cordon on 
Wellington Street, the day after the 
tragedy. 

Deborah McConville, 48, who 
lives on Frances Street told GT: 

“It’s shocking, I can’t believe it 
happened here. Terrible. But 
it’s not a reflection of the area. 
Woolwich is strong enough to 
get though this, and I know 
that because I’ve lived here all 
my life.” 

Laying flowers at the scene, 

Klaus Wilks, said: “There are 
a lot of people upset about it, 
but I think Woolwich will pull 
together. There’s a lot of different 
minorities, but everyone is 
talking about it, talking together.” 

The 30-year-old added: “I was in 
the town centre when it happened, 
and it seemed like every police car in 
Woolwich was going up there, then 
I heard the helicopters overhead. 
There were differing accounts of 
what was going on.” 

Abdul Ali, 57, who lives on John 
Wilson Street said: “It was a really big 
shock. I’ve lived here since 1982 and 
I’ve never seen anything like it.” 

Across the road at Sai News, Jay 
Patel - who’s run the shop for 20 years 
- said: “I was talking to a Muslim guy 
in the shop earlier who was absolutely 
furious about it, saying that it would 
reflect badly on all Muslims.” 

Police Borough Commander for 
Greenwich, Richard Wood told GT: 
“We’re trying to reassure people. We 
had a community meeting last night 
[May 22], and what came out of that 
was that everybody’s working together 
in the community. This was a criminal 
act, committed by individual criminals 
as opposed to any sections of the 
community, so the important thing is 
people work together to continue the 
good community relations we have. 
Having worked in this community for 
four years, time and time again people 
have pulled together, and they will do

The group of 24 came to deliver a bouquet 
of red, white and blue flowers during their 
dinner break. 

Sixty-two-year-old Len Bellamy said: "We 
feel very passionate about this and very 
sad that it happened on our doorstep. The 
barracks are a major part of the community, 
you often see the King's Troop horses out 
for a run and it brings a lump to your throat. 
"We all support the Help for Heroes charity 
and we'll be wearing our Help for Heroes 
T-shirts off duty. This event will make us 
more vigilant but it won't divide us, instead 
it will make us stronger." 

Mum-of-three Noe Moyo has a 23-year-old 
nephew in the army and came to present 
flowers with her young daughter. 

She told GT: "It's just a tragedy for our town 
and it touched me. My nephew was at these 
barracks and I visited him there." 

She added: "He has been to Afghanistan 
two times. These boys have been there to 
make peace and then they come back to see 
this. It's so sad that the people protecting us 
are attacked in our area. My daughter was 
scared but I've brought her here to reassure 
her that we still have the police looking 
after us and the community." 

Thirty-nine year old Louise Verral who lives 
in army barracks-housing handed her floral 
tribute to a policeman. The mum-of-five 
said her boys often played football with the 
soldiers. 

"I wanted to show support - it's terrible that 
they go away and fight, come home and 
something like this happens. People are 
getting Help for Heroes T-shirts to show 
their support." 

Bhagwant Singh led a 1 0-strong contingent 
from the Ramgarhia Gurdwara Sikh temple 
in Plumstead. 

He said: "We wanted to show our sympathy, 
everyone is sad that something like this 
should happen - especially in this county.

The basic position 

By U* any person interested has the ri|hc to inspect a parish council's or parish meeting s 
accounts. If you are entitled and ncpsccrcd to vote in local coon of elections then you (or 
your representatnel also have the right to aslt the appointed autator questions about the 
councils accounts or object to an item of account contained within them 

The right to intpact tho accounts 

Whan your council has flnaAsad iu account* lor the previous financial year It must fee you 
know that they arc available for inspection. Gvng your council reasonable oociee of your 
cvc croons, you then have 20 working days to look through the accounting statements in 
the annual return and any supporting documents By arrangement you will be able to 
cwspect and make copies of the accounts and the relevant documents You may h^e to 
pay a copyn$ charge 

The right to ask tho auditor questions about tho accounts 

You can ctey ask the appointed auditor questions about the accounts. The audeor does 
noc have to answer questions about the coirtcift policies. Frances, procedures or anything 
else noc related to die accocr.ts Your question must be aborx the accounts for die 
financial year just ended. The auditor does not have to say whether they dunk something 
thv council has done, or in item m iu account* n Iwtaul or mtomblv 

Tho right to object to tho accounts 

If you think that the council has spent money chat they shouldn't have, or that someone 
has caused a loss to the council deliberately or by behavr^g irresponsibly, you can object to 
an item of account by sending a formal ‘notice of objection' to the auditor at the address 
Now Tho notice must be in writing In it. you must tdl the auditor why you arc 
objecting and whot you want the audfcor to do about *. The auditor must reach a deouon 
on your objection If you are not hippy with that decUiorv you can appeal to the court* 

You may also object 4 you think that cher* a sorwcNng in the at counts that the auditor 
should discuss with the council or tdl the public about in a 'pubic interest report*. You 
must gw your reasons m wntng to the auditor at the address below and send a copy 
to the council The auditor must then decide whether to take any action. The auditor 
docs rot have to, but usuaFy wil. gve reasons for ther decision and you cannot appeal to 
the courts. More information a rod able from the Audt Commission website (sec box 
befow|. 

You may not use this 'right to object' to mnbr a personal compter* or cbim ^pimt your 
council. You should take such comphinu to your loc^l CdiwtV Advice Bor imu. local Ljw 
C onti* or to your solicitor You may also be able to appioach the Standards Commiti** 
of your Local authority if you bteeve a mambtr at the round has broken the Code of 
Conduct for Members. 

What Nit you cars do 

instead of objecting, you can give the auditor information that it relevant to their 
r«rtpQ<isib«liti*». For exampW, you can simply tell the auditor if you thank that lanurthrg 
4 wrong with the accounts or about waste and inelfioency in the way the cuttKil runs its 
servees. You do not have to follow any sec time lines or procedures. The audeor does 
not have to gfvc you a detailed report of their rvcstgation. but they will usually tel you 
the outcome.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

and there are some really good players but 
everyone gets the point about standards. 
Football can bring people together but 
it can also be the cynical, money-driven 
sport we see so often in the other BPL, the 
Barclays Premier League. We’re trying to 
put some integrity back into the game. 

“There’s absolutely no money involved, 
no fees at all. As we seem to be stuck with 
austerity, why don’t boroughs up and 
down the country just mark out pitches 
on parks and green spaces for people to get 
some enjoyment this summer? It’s got to 
be better than civil unrest.” 

The Graft Dodgers are mostly freelance 


workers in various jobs. They include 
three players in their mid-30s who flirted 
with pro clubs in their teens but haven’t 
played for 15 years or more. 

Midfielder Ben Garrett, from Kidbrooke, 
said: “We wouldn’t have got back into 
organised football with all the aggression 
and abuse of referees but this is totally 
different and we’re really enjoying it. 

“The atmosphere is totally different to 
the usual Sunday football and it’s amazing 
how the players cope without a referee. We 
love playing again but it wouldn’t have 
happened without this league.”

IT’S the summer football 
league where referees have 
nothing to fear because...

It’s a mantra of fair play on

the league is into the fifth week

The brains behind the six-a- 
side competition on the heath is 
Stefan Imeson, (pictured right). 

“We put up posters around 
the area and it took a while to 
take off but now the word is 
spreading fast,” said 26-year- 
old Stefan, who sees the league 
as the start of a free football 



revolution. “Our teams soon 
enter into the spirit of the 
thing and some have come 
up with funny names like 
The Graft Dodgers and even 
Zonal Marxism. 

“Some of us had played in

was hostile.”
